If, 
howevor, the Chinese have any ulterior intention 
it may become a serious obstacle to Japan and 
especially the tea trade. With a line of steamors, 
in their hands Chinomen wight handicap their 
Japanese neighbours in securing an almost 
nominal fraight. Should this line really come 
into existauce thore is aure to bs a straggle for 
the trade with oxisting lines; favour would bo 
shown by Chinese to their own boats, and so-the 
passenger traflle would be commanded by the 
uow stoamers. This, the most profitable by far 
of the freight betwoon Qhina and America, added 
to the. subsidy for carrying moils, would be a 
Great advantage to the new company and would 
eunbly them to keep up a war in freighta with 
the old lines; thus, the freight on tea in Chins 
would undoubtedly come down; Japan would 
have nothing to fear provided the samo war is 
kept up in her ports, but if the-new boats com- 
mind o full cargo in their own ports and only 
call at Japan for. sundries, then Chines tea 
would bo at o great advantage in America over 
that from Japan on account of the cheaper 
freight. at which it is conveydd. Tt ie‘truo thet 
the’ differonca in freight, oven if vary’ large, 
would sot make sny visible difference in tho 
price of tea; but in those'times of keen competi- 
tion a disndvantage such: as we have pointed out 
would bo a serious obstacle to one of the Japanese

The O. & 0.€o.'s stoamer San Pablo, on her 
last trip from Hongkong to Yokohuma, which 
latter port sho reachod on tho 29th ult, encoud- 
tered.a typhoon, On her arrival at Yokohama 
she reported as follows:-— 

Loft Hongkong on the 22nd Angust aud had 
light southerly wind until § p.m. on the 23rd, 
when, in Formosa Channel, off Amoy, wo struck 
the onter cirals ofa typhoon. The wind increased 
rapidly to s galo from the N.E. accompanied by a 
fast rising ses and falling baromoter, At 8 p.m. 
it was blowing a gale from the N.N.E. and the 
sea still rising from the N.E, we were compelled 
toslowdown. Finding theapproaching typhoon 
was travelling a N.W. coursa, the centre bearing 
E.8.E, from the ship, and being nnabla to make 
enowgh beudway against the high sox ‘raging to
